Thursday the jury rendered a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first degree

About thirty pleaded guilty 
to riot and

5100 
each. 
Charles Johnson j)leaded guilty and will 
be sentenced to prison for life.

The proposed new bridge over Nnrlh 
River, New Y(»rk, under plans prop* s- 
ed by Engineer Lindenthal, will 
this country the greatest bridge in the 
world. 
The bridge will be 
145 feet 
above tide water, which will be l o f e t t 
higher than the Brooklyn bridge. 
Mr. 
Lindenthal, when before the Congres- 
sional Committee said that it had been 
his task for five years to convince the 
public, and particularly capitalists, of 
the feasibility of his plan of throwimi; 
a single span bridge 
3 , 0 0 0 
feet long 
across the Hudscm River. 
H e had se- 
cured the indorsement of the Ainerican 
Society of Civil Engineers,and had got 
the support of capital for the construc- 
tion of a bridge which in; itself wouM 
cost $i6»ooo,000. Mr. Lindenthal ^avc 
some interesting statistics relating to the 
bridge. 
Its central span would rise ami 
fall eight feet owing to changes of u in- 
perature. 
The anchorages wt)ulU

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MARVELS OF IRRIGATION. 


HOW THK OUIiTIVABLB POKTIOlf OF 
< 
EGYPT IS WATERED. 


r 
K Cotiiit ry Cat Up Into Canals—Primi- 
tivo Way of Carryln^j Water—An 
Americanas Schcmc. 


says Frank G. Carpenter in the 
American 
Agriciiliítrüiy 
is the daugbtcr 
•of the -waters, and all of her luxuriance 
of life she owes to the mipfhty Nile which 
flows through her. 
Bedded in saud, and 
bounded by deserts on either side, slie 
lives only where the waters of the Nile 
touch her, and she stands before tlic Svorld 
•as the greatest miraclc of irrigation. 


Think of a region as blark asyoirhat, 
and as rich as guano, ^-rhich for ages has 
produced its three crops every year with- 
-out fertilization. 
Let it extend a thou- 
sand miles long and make it, for nine hun- 
dred of theac miles, be only three to nine 
miles wide. 
Put at the end of this nine- 
hundred-mile-handle a 
great 
fan-like 
-delta, and you have the Egypt of to-day. 
"^On both sides of this fan and its handle 
are the bleakest and most barren of sands. 
The soil itself, in no place more than 
thirty-five feet deep, rests upon sand, 
and this same sand crops out on the cast 
into the millions of acres of. desert, and 
on the west into the vast expanse of the 
burning Sahara. 
These two line the sides 
•of the valley along the thousands of miles 
of its course, framing its living green in 
white walls of glowing sterility. 


The irrigation of Egypt is now con- 
'ducted on a scientific basis. 
The whole 
•country is cut up into canals, and there 
are immense irrigating works in the Del- 
ta, which, during the inundations of the 
Nile, require hundreds of thousands of 
men to manage them. 
I met, during my 
visit to Egypt last summer, the manager 
'Of the immense dam which extends across 
the Nile below Cairo, and which raises 
its waters into a vast canal, through 
which they are allow to flow out into 
•subordinate canals over the ^reat Delta. 
There are some steam-pumps used in 
Egyptian irrigation, 
but by far the 
greater part of the country is irrigated 
now as it was in the days of the Phar- 
- aohs. 
This is by means of the shadoof 
-and the sakiyeh. 
All over Egypt 
you 
will see men naked to the waist standing 
knee-deep in the water with a basket- 
work bucket hung by ropes between 
them. 
With, a swinging motion, they 
.scoop the water from the river into this 
bucket, and swing it up to a canal on a 
higher level, from whence it runs oil into 
the fields. The water is often drawn 
from this canal into a higher canal in the 
same way, and thus, by a series of planes, 
it is conducted so that none is lost. The 
• sakiyeh is run by a donkey or oxen. 
There are more than fifty thousand of 
these in Lower Egypt, and it takes two 
hundred thousand oxen and one hundred 
thousand persons to manage them, and it 
is estimated that they irrigate a territory 
about as large as the State of Nev/ Jersey. 
They are jiumps of the rudest 
possible 
description. 
A vertical wheel of about 
thirty feet in diameter has a number of 
»'Carthen pots tied to its tire, and it is 
moved by a horizontal wheel at the top 
which fits into it by cogs. 
The animal 
fastened to a bar, and with eyes blind- 
folded, turns this 
horizontal 
wheel 
around and around as he goes in a ring, 
and as the vertical wheel rises, it lifts 
the water from the well or canal, >and 
when it passes the perpendicular, throws 
it into another canal, whence it is carried 
over 
the 
fields. 
These 
methods 
of 
irrigation 
arc 
also 
in 
use 
in 
Upper 
Egypt, 
and 
the 
fellahin 
•or 
peasants 
do 
not 
care 
for mod- 
-ern 
inventions. Ismail Pasha, the last 
Khedive, Avas an advanced farmer, and 
lie introduced a great amount of im- 
proved agricultural machinery, including 
many patent iron pumps. 
The most of 
these are now rusting for want of use, 
•and the ííyimers have gone back to the 
.shadoof and the sakiveh. 
Aterthc water 
is taken out of the great canals it is 
spread over the fields in little ponds, 
and tlie flat fields are often divided into 
i«mall squares by means of embankments 
-of earth one foot in height, which run' 
-around them like fcnces, and which can 
be opened or closed to regulate the 
height of the r/ater within them. 
The 
rising of the Nile begins in June, and 
' -during the summer much of Egypt is one 
vast lake. 
It remains so through iSeptcm- 
ber, and it subsides toward the latter 
part of October. 
It is at this time that 
the water is conducted into this vast net- 
work of canals and is carefully carried 
•over the cultivated lands. 
The crops of 
much of Egypt depend entirely on the 
:size of the inundation, and when there is 
^a low Nile, Egypt is aillicted with 
famine. 
Last year the water was very 
low, and the peasants and the farmers 
had a portion of their taxes remitted on 
this account. 
TJie crops wer& so short 
that the salaries of the Government offi- 
•cers 
had 
to 
bo 
reduced, and 
the 
Khpdive iind his family received only 
ninety-nine per cent, 
of their 
usual 
:iillowance. It is said that the irrigation of 
the Egypt of the ])ast was better than 
-that of to-day, and there is an American 
who has a scheme which it is thought 
M'ill release the country from the dangers 
-of a low Nile, This American lias dis- 
'covered a depression in the desert near 
•Cairo, which ho says was once the bed 
-of a vast lake, and he shows, by refer- 
•ences to the ancient works upon Egypt, 
that this was once a grand irrigation 
u'eservoir. 
Herodotus thought it com- 
pared with the Pyramids as one of -the 
wonders of the world, and he says it was 
.^filled by the Nile when high, and saved 
until a water famine came, when it was 
let out upon the land. 
The Egyptian 
^GoveruoicQt has taken this mutter in 


hand, and though they first lauijhed at 
the American's schcmc, they consider it 
to be now a feasible one. They have sur- 
veyed thQ country leading to the dry 
lake, and it is found that a canal cloven 
miles long will fill it. 
If this is done, a 
vast amount of fertile soil will probably 
be added 
to Egypt. 
Experience has 
shown that this desert will blossom like 
the rose if it can be fed with water, 
and the fresh water canal near Suez 
brought five hundred thousand new acres 
under cultivation. 
Scientific irrigation 
would increase her farming 
products 
ten fold.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIBS. 


>rAKINO STOCK. 


' Tlierc is a great deal of unreliable In- 
formation going the rounds of many 
papefs, professing to tell how to run a 
itock-pot. 
Such as, for instance, that a 
vessel can be kept on the back of the 
stove, and bones, scraps of meat and 
vegetables put into it after each meal, 
and kept constantly «immcring, and that 
from this mess good soups can be ob- 
tained. 
If there is a family of any size, 
there should be enough of the bones and 
remains of poultry and meat and game 
to make a soup at least four times a week 
without buying fresh meat for the pur- 
pose. 
The most satisfactory way to do 
this, however, is to keep a dish in your 
larder or ice-box, to receive such bits 
and the cold gravies for a day or two,and 
then make as much broth from them as 
their quantity will allow. In a boarding- 
house, or a very large family, it may bo 
possible to keep a stock-pot constantly 
simmering, but the broth should 
be 
strained off and the bones and vegetables 
thrown out every twenty-four hours. 
Vegetables should not bo put into it un- 
til an hour before the soup is to be re- 
moved, 
If soup is to be boiled three 
hours, use one quart of cold water to 
every po\ind of bone and meat, in the 
proportion of one of the former to three 
of the latter. 
If it is to boil six hours 
(and where time is no object this should 
always be allowed), add two q\iarts to 
every pound of meat; this will reduce to 
one quart by boiling. 
The boilincr must 
be slow and steady, and the skimming 
must be thorough. 
Inattention to these 
details clouds the stock and makes it 
dark. 
About one hour before the stock 
is done, add the usual bunch of soup 
herbs, one carrot, one turnip and one 
onion stuck with three cloves. 
This is 
the proportion for four quarts of plain 
stock. 
Simmer an hour longer, straiil 
into an earthen jar, and leave it stand to 
cool, uncovered. 
If there is time to let 
it get perfectly cold, the fat may be re- 
moved in a solid cake; if not it may be 
skimmed off, and in either case it is ex- 
cellent for frying. 
Many housewives do 
not find it necessary to use a bit of lard, 
preferring beef suet tried out and mixed 
with clarified fat from the 'top of soups.

HOtrSEKOIjD HINTS. 


To freshen salt fish soak them in sour 
milk. 


The best of tea makes but an indiffer- 
ent concoction unless the water is fresh. 


Anything mixed with water requires a 
hotter oven than anything mixed with 
milk. 


Beets should be boiled one hour in 
summer; one hour and a half, or even 
two hours, if large, in winter. 


When several cups of tea of 
equal 
strength are wanted, pour a little into 
each cup and then fill in adverse order. 
The tea first poured from the pot is the 
weakest of the decoction. 


All vegetables should go into fast \)oll- 
ing water, to be quickly brought to the 
boiling point again, not left to steep in 
the hot water before boiling, which 
toughens them and destroys color and 
flavor. 


Paper maybe perfumed by laying a 
perfumed sachet with the sheets and en- 
velopes, or dry sitchet powder may be 
sprinkled in the box, laying an extra 
sheet of paper between . the box 
and 
paper. 


There is nothing that removes impuri- 
ties from floors, etc., so rapidly as boiling 
hot soda and water, applied with a long- 
ladled scrubbing brush and rinsed off 
once with clear water and dried with a 
clean cloth. 


When the skin is bruised it may be 
prevented from ])ecoming discolored by 
using a little dry starch or arrowroot 
merely moistened with cold water and 
placed on the injured part. 
This should 
be done at once. 


If black dresses have been stained boil 
a handful of fig leaves in a quart of water 
and reduce it to a pint. 
A sponge 
dipped in this liquid and rubbed upon 
them will entirely remove stains from 
crapes, bombazines, etc. 


The practice of rubbing the face with 
vaseline or other cosmetic spmetimes 
makes the hair grow where it is not be- 
coming. 
Camphor 
applications, 
like 
other irritants or stimulants to the skin, 
will cause superfluous hair. 


No matter how large the spot of oil, 
any carpet or woolen stuff can be cleaned 
by appl3'ing buckwheat plentifully and 
carefully brushing it into a dust pan af- 
ter a short time and putting it on fvesli 
until the oil has all disappeared. 


Rub chalk all along the edge of the 
door that "sticks," then close it as near- 
ly as you can. 
The chalk will only come 
off' on that portion of the door opposite 
the part that needs planing to ease the 
door. 
So you need not waste your wood 
and time in planing away any other part. 


It is a little diflicult to determine just 
when custard is sufficiently cooked. This 
will settle thij point: Take a spoonful of 
the mixture and let it run back into the 
dish. If it leaves the spoon entirely more 
cooking is necessary. 
Should there be 
little specks upon the spoon it is 
quite 
time to remove the *^soft" custard from 
the stove. 


A good cough mixture is made by tak- 
ing two ounces of balm of gilead buds 
and boiling thepi very slowly in a quart 
of boiling water. 
Let it simmer to one 
pint, then strain it and add one pound of 
honey in comb, with the juice of three 
Icraoo?. 
Let all boil together until the 
wax in tl^e hooej is dissulvtid. 


SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTBIAlJ •\i 
< Maklnr Xlght of Him« 


The throat telephone is operatci by the 
ribrations which take place in the throat 
when one is speaking. 


Fuel gas made by clcctripity from crude 
petroleum is said to bo made at a costcf 
seventeen cents per thousand. 


At thirty-two of the world's observa* 
tories photographic apparatus is now used 
for Bwitporological observations. 


Tho English propose to make experi- 
ments at acclimatizing American clams. 
They will be planted at several places 
along tho coast. 


France now has nearly 2900 miles of 
waterway navigable for vessels drawing 
six and one-half feet of water, 1550 miles 
being in canals. 


A peculiar black paper, made from the 
bark of certain trees, serves the purpose 
of slates in Siam and Burmah, tho writ- 
ing being erased by means of betel leaves 
instead of with a sponge. 


A St. Louis man is buildinc: a steamer 
which may be used for cither river or 
ocean navigation. 
There aro two hulls 
with an adjustable keel that may be raised 
or lowered like a centre-board. 


A rival to the now celebrated ''Wolse- 
ley" sheep-shearing machine, has been 
tested in Melbourne, Australia, with satis- 
factory results. 
This machine is called 
tho "Silver," and with it an expert can 
shear 200 sheep per day. 


Tho'weight of the Greenland or right 
whale, is said to be 100 tons, or 220,000 
pounds—equal to that of eighty-eight 
elephants or 440 bears. 
The whalebone 
in such a whale may be taken at 33fifl 
pounds, and the oil at from 140 to 170 
tons. 


A curious feature of the artificial teeth 
industry is the variety of color required 
for different countries. 
The 
United 
States, for instance, demands teeth of 
snowy whiteness. South America those of 
a 3^ellow color, and China only black 
teeth. 


A new kind of shoe is being tried in 
the German armv. 
The sole consists of 
a sort of wire trellis, while the spaces be- 
tween are filled up with guttapercha and 
resin. 
This new preparation is said to 
be cheaper, more durable and more elas- 
tic than leather. 


Dr. Bokal, a Professor at the Klausen- 
burg University, 
Germany, claims to 
have discovered an absolutely 
certain 
antiseptic for hydrophobia, destroying 
the virus at the seat of the bite. 
It con- 
sists of iiolution of chlorine, bromine, 
sulphurous acid and permangonato of 
potash, with oil of eucalyptus. 


Glass-blowing by machinery is being- 
performed 
successfiilly at 
Ellenville," 
N. 
Y. 
The machine consists of 
an 
iron upright, 
around which revolves 
arms fitting with molds for shaping the 
glass. 
A pipe supplied with a current 
of air and readily manipulated by the 
operator does the work of blowing. 
It 
costs but about $200 and will take tho 
place of two skilled men, who command 
from §5 to $7 a day each. 


The Speed of Birds.' 


The vulture is said to fiy at times at 
the rate of above 100 miles an hour; the 
wild goose and the swallow, in their 
migrations, make ninety miles an hour, 
and the carrier-pigeon has certainly flown 
long distances at rates of speed ranging 
from sixty up to eighty miles an hour,' 
and 
for many hours together. 
The 
common crow ordinarily lounges across 
country at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour, the speed of a railway train.| 
Professor Langley finds that the power 
exerted by the eagle in full flight is but 
a fraction of one-horse power. 
Mr.' 
Chanute computes the power exerted by 
a pigeon flying 22U0 feet per minute^ 
twenty-five miles an liour nearly, at ono 
two-hundredth of a horse power per 
pound, or nine and one-third horse- 
power per ton weight at fifty miles. Mr. 
Wenham, 
a member 
of the 
Britibh 
Aeronautical Society, finds, in the peli- 
can, 
an expenditure of 
one-eleventh 
horse-power by twenty-one pounds of 
bird, and this is one horse-power to two 
hundred and thirty-one pounds, or about 
a horse-power for the weight of a man, 
allowing

Superintendent of the Census Por- 


ter, has sent out a circular giving the 
requirements for census enumerators. 
The following are some of those stated: 


Each applicant for appointment as 


census ennmerator must make a writ- 
ten application to the supervisor for 
his district giving his Christian name 
in full, his place of birth, his present 
legal residence and postofflce address, 
the principle feats of his education 
and professional or business experi- 
ence, including a statement of all na- 
tional, state, county or municipal of 
fices at any time held by him, and 
the place and nature of his present 
occupation must be throughout in the 
handwriting of the applicant, and he 
must so certify therein. 


Tbe number of inhabitants to be 


included in an enumeration district 
shall not in any case exceed four 
thousand, and only in exceptional 
cases will this limit be reached. 


The compensation to be paid to en- 


umerators is fixed ac a minimum rate j 
of two cents for each living inhabi- 
tant, two cents for each death, fifteen 
cents for each farm, twenty cents for 
each establishment of productive in- 
dustry and five cents for each surviv- 
ing soldier, sailor, or marine, enumer- 
ated and returned.

Census. 


Superintendent of the Census Por- 
ter, has sent out a circular giving the 
requirements for census enumerators. 
The following are some of those stated: 


Each applicant for appointment as 
census enumerator must make a writ- 
ten application to the supervisor for 
his district giving his christian name 
in full, his place of birth, his present 
legal residence and postofflce address, 
the principle feats of his education 
and professional or business experi- 
ence, including a statement of all na- 
tional, state, county or municipal of 
fices at any time held by him, and 
the place and nature of his present 
occupation must be throughout in the 
handwriting of the applicant, and he 
must so certify therein. 


The number of inhabitants to be 
included in an enumeration district 
shall not in any case exceed four 
thousand, and only in exceptional 
cases will this limit be reached. 


The compensation to be paid to en- 
umerators is fixed ac a minimum rate 
of two cents for each living inhabi- 
tant, two cents for each death, fifteen 
cents for each farm, twenty cents for 
each establishment of productive in- 
dustry and five cents for each surviv- 
ing soldier, sailor, or marine, enumer- 
ated and returned.

The third form in which choking takes 
place is when the substancc lodges at the 
lower end of the gullet, near its entrance 
to the stomach. 
Bloating usually ac- 
companies tliis form and the animal may 
die by pressure of the stomach on the 
lungs. 


In relieving cases of choking 
most 
painlessly a cheap and simple instrument 
known as a probang is necessary. 
This 
instrument is a spiral spring about five 
feet long, covered with rubber of leather, 
and having a cap-shaped head on one 
end and a perforated ball on the other. 
This, Avhen oiled, is passed into 
the 
throat and the ofi!ending substance forced 
downward. 
In the abscncc of the pro- 
baug gentle manipulation with the hand 
may sufiice; harsh manipulation to be 
avoided. 
An improvised probang may 
be made by well oiling a piece of new 
rope. 
As the proper instrument's hol- 
low it IS of value when gas has col- 
lected in the stomach. 
Soft food should 
be given the animal after relief.—Mari- 
time Farmer, 


FAUM AND GARDEN NOTES, 


The man who plants anything but the 
best of potatoes, choosing the largest and 
nicest, does not understand the potato 
business. 


The progressive farmer is orderly, sys- 
tematic and business-like, he reads,thinks, 
studies farm management and adopts im- 
proved implements, he leads or directs 
important work, and he gives cach crop 
prujjer attention in season.

lots to the fields, scattering i\s fast as it 
is hauled. 
It saves loss iu several ways, 
aud the per cent, of waste can, with good 
management, be made very scarce. 


The necessary wrtrk of prejiaring the 
:soil and seeding or planting, is to work 
well into the soil. 


One of the advantages iu thoroughly 
rotting the manure before liauling out 
-and applying, is, with a little care that 
from the dill'erent kinds of stock can all 
bo mixed together, while if hauled direct 
from the stables it will to a considerable 
-extent, at least, be applied separate. The 
quality of the manure can be improved, 
to some extent, by mixing that from the 
horse-stables, the cow and sheep-sheds, 
and the liog-pens all together, and then 
applying. 
Each possesses elements in a 
large proportion that 
may be much 
smaller in others, and by combining to- 
gether, a better proportion of all is se- 
sured. 
This, with the fact that by rot- 
ting it is more easily fined aud can be 
more thoroughly incorporated with the 
teoil, and be ready to be taken up and 
used by the growing plants, are 
the 
principal advantages in piling up the 
manure aud rotting thoroughly before 
-applying. 


In some localities and under certain 
•conditions there is no question but that 
this plan will prove the best. 
But in a 
great many cases there is not enough of 
gain to pay for the extra work; and a 
•<luestion of this kind can only be an- 
-swcrcd correctly by each 
farmer for 
himself, and iu many cases if determined 
»correctly, a careful trial should be made.

KAISIN-Q CALVES. 


I have been for more than twenty yeara 
in the habit of using linseed meal gruel 
for calves, says a writer in the h'ew Eng- 
land Fivrmci'. 
For aI)out ten years I had 
n milk route in our village, and having a 
herd of thoroughbred Shorthorn cows 
raised all my ailves. 
Wo made it a rule 
to deliver all the milk our 
customers 
•called for, and it v/as no unusual thing 
for them to call for all wc had, 
AYe 
kept all the stock the pastures and fod- 
der corn would keep iu the summer, and 
bought grain and some hay in winter. 
'The stables were ahva3^s full in winter. 
Wc let the cows breed as often as they 
would. 
The calves were always l)orn iu 
the stable in winter, frequently iu sum- 
mer. 
Wc never lost a calf that was born 
alive, and raised them all, about one 
«every mouth on an average, and brought 
them up iu such shape that they sold 
readily for good prices until the excessive 
boom in Shorthorns gave place to a simi- 
lar excessive boom in Jcrseyá, 


When calves were cxpectcd I always 
went to the stable at 9 or 1Ü o'clock iu 
the evening, and could always tell by the 
•cow's actions if sye would calve that 
Tiight, 
Tliey were accustomed to see me 
Jooking about at that hour, and were not 
•disturbed. The calves were always taken 
from the cows at once and given a good 
rubbing with straw. 
Wc then milked 
the cow aud fed the calf, being careful 
tliat the milk was at blood lieat or a lit- 
tle warmer. 
My barns at that time were 
•old and poor, aud it was about impossi- 
•ble witii the means at my command to 
mak(i thom warm, and poor economy it 
was too. 
For half a dollar I bought a 
dry goods box of the merchant, set it on 
•one side and made a door of a part of the 
^cover, and a ventilating window six by 
'•eight inches deep. 


Wiien a calf was -well fed he was put 
in the box with a generous bod of light, 
'dry straw, and a blanket thrown over 
hun. 
When very cold a wisp of straw 
was put iu tho váudow^ Sometimes they 
lived in it a week in very cold weather. 
A quart of linseed meal boiled for half an 
]iour in fifteen quarts of water naakes a 
gruel that calvfs will thrive, upuu after 
they ure a. month old. 
I have put calves 
•<m it as soon as thoy had learned to drink, 
but it is much better to make a gradual 
•change. 
I never feed calves new milk 
^fter the milk is suitable for selling. 
1 
make good veal calves at ten weeks old 
•on skim milk aud Jinseed meal gruel, 
with a mixture of bran, line middlings, 
linseed meal uud com meal fed dry, as 
the digestive organs gain strength. 
Be- 
gin with a very little ^nd increase it aa 
fast as the calf will bear it, if he is to lie 
ÍRtled, 
Watch him at every meul, see

Kature placed long hair on legs of 
horses for a purj)ose. 
A person kept this 
hair cut'close to prevent *'scratches," 
as he vainly supposed, and his team after 
a muddy spoil was always afilicted with 
that malady, and he called the disease 
'»inherent** to the animals, -when his in- 
herent clipping was the cause. The long j 
hair on the hocks of all horses, and | 
higher up on some, is a necessity to keep 
the parts iu healthy condition. 
li the 
hair be short, mud adheres to the skin 
aud forms au impervious coating, and the 
insensible perspiration cannot pass oil, 
and in time forms an adhesive covering 
of the scarf skin. 
The two together 
eventually crack and peel ofl, exposing a 
raw or nearly raw surface, and this is 
called scratches. 
That it works iu this 
way is proven, I think, by surgical opera- 
tions I saw in the army, where wounda 
of soldiers had been covcred with adhe- 
sive plaster, which always extended more 
or less on to the natural skin. 
Upon re- 
moval, after it had been on a Jength of 
time, the insensible perspiration, having 
been unable to pass off, had condensed 
and condensed and congealed upon the 
cuticle and plaster, firmly uniting tho 
two, and when tiie plaster was removed 
all three came off together, leaving the 
second skin exposed, which is so tender 
that the slightest abrasion will rupture it 
and form an ulcer. 


This state of affairs is identical with 
original scratches in horses. 
The disease 
i»claimed by some to be infectious; per- 
haps it may be after the exuding pus has 
become iouled and rotten. 
The first 
splashes of mud on long hair simply coats 
over the outside, and subsequent bespat- 
terings drop off. 
There is an air-space 
left; between the mud and skin, per- 
mitting the insensible perspiration to es- 
cape, and hence there is no danger of 
exfoliation of the cuticlc and consequent 
scratches. 
When wounds of scratches 
are cicatrized they need constant carc 
to prevent recurrence. 
The new skin 
does not possess pores like the old, and 
the insensible perspiration seems to bo 
forced out, and it rests upon the skin, 
where it congeals and forms scales. 
When these are rubbed off raw spots are 
left, and then there is another siege of 
scratches. 
Cicatriccs on the lower limbs 
of human beings act in the same way. 
Frequent application of water is the pre- 
ventive— in 
other 
words, 
persistent 
cleanliness. 
Were I called to treat a 
horso 
for 
scratches 
I would simply 
''doctor" its owner, for it je only a dis- 
ease of filth. If the legs of horses are 
clnaned of mud as often as every evening 
they will not have this disejise, whether 
the hair be short or long. 
Horses seem 
to have long hair on their legs in' pro- 
portion to their sluggishness. Kacers and 
trotters have little, and large quantities 
are confined to draught horses, as though 
nature designed by the quicker, more 
supple movements of the lornier»to throw 
off the adhering mud, and by the long 
liair to protect the latter.—Hew York 
Tribune,

milk free from contamination, 
when 
wholesale hog-fattening houses are in 
close proximity to the creamery, and the 
use of tobacco is allowed in the butter 
room. 


If you are intending laying in a few 
fresh cockerels or pullets, our advice is to 
do it now.

you will pay for waiting, as few breeders 
care to sell their breeding stock then un- 
less they receive fancy jjrices.

in the fall, when they are a drug on tho 
market. 
The bargain is in this kind of 
buying.

Food — Soino 
Surprisingly 
Low 
Prlccs—Ualtin«: liunibor, 


I saw ono day in a small shop three 
boys Vigorously beating somolhiug in a 
large wooden mortar. One of these pestles 
had its upper end inserted in a hole in the 
ceiling, tho other two only followed tho 
base of the first one as it moved around 
the surface of the mortar. 
It was the 
first time I ever saw three pestles going 
in one mortar at once. 
Interested in the 
process, I found they were beating the 
flesh of a small fish, termed ^ janago iu 
Japanese, together with that of some 
species of shark. 
This paste, made 
up 
into rolls about eight inches long by three 
inches in diameter, has a small piece of 
sugi wood fastened on one side. 
It is 
then baked and sold as kamaboko. 
It is 
highly esteemed aud brinus about nine 
cents a pound. 
A better variety is made 
of shark flesh only. 
Another variety of 
fish paste, called hampcn, is made in sim- 
ilar manner, except the form, this being 
square ixnd thin, six inches by one inch. 
These forms of fish food are cooked in 
various ways aud served with soy or other 
sauces, and are often partially baked as 
breakfast hashed meat is with us 
at 
home. 
' 


I saw a shop whose stock in trade con- 
sisted of white mice, with soft, yellow- 
ish-brown cars and heads, each 
pair 
mated in a little bamboo cage about six 
inches square, with a little wheel inside 
like that iu a squirrel cagd. 
A little lad- 
der led to a little loft, where they could 
hide themselves in cotton. 
Each little 
cage has a glass iu front. This shop also 
sold small, cheap wooden shrines, with 
carved figures, one of the seven gods of 
good fortune, Dai Koku, god of abun- 
daucc aud economy. 
The mouse is sym- 
bolic of abundance. 


The combustible nature of Japanese 
houses renders large fires a frequent aud 
disastrous calamity; hence since along 
time ago the more wealthy Japanese 
merchants, as well as farmers, have been 
in the habit of building a kura or fire- 
proof mud house contiguous to 
their 
shops and dwellings, yet generally en- 
tirely isolated. 
Into these are hurried at 
the first alarm which indicates a fire ap- 
proaching the 
premises the 
portable 
property, household stuffs, merchandise, 
etc., and the kura is then closed, and df 
time permits, the joints of windows and 
doors are sealed with fresh mud. 
A fire 
passing around and over such a structure 
will leave its contents unharmed. 


It 'is a very common thing to see in 
Yokohama, in the streets of the native 
town, many of these kura built with 
much attention to architActural effect. 
They resemble very closely gigantic fire- 
proof safes which may be one, two and 
even three stories high. 
They have 
heavy projecting roofs, cojicavely curved, 
covered with extremely "heavy tiles of 
black terra cotta. 
The gable end always 
faces the street. 
In each story is a 
wndow-like 
opening, heavily 
barred 
with iron, 
for lighting the 
interior. 
These arc closed at night ahd in case of 
fire by heavy-looking doors exactly re- 
sembling those of our fire-proof ofiice 
safes at home in ajjpearance. 
The whole 
structure 
is 
.smoothly 
stuccoed 
and 
])aiutcd black. 
The entrance is placed 
where most convenient to the owner. 


The kura is built of a Hcrht framework 
of wood, between the openings of which 
is securely fastened open wicker work of 
bamboo. 
Then the whole wall surface 
inside and out is solidly filled with stiff 
plastic mud taken from the bottom of the 
rivers, and when thoroughly dried is 
smoothly covered with stucco 
often 
treated ornamentally. 
No wood or other 
combustible material appears on the sur- 
face anywhere, and except for tho color, 
the kura would form quite an ornamen- 
tal feature among the houses. 


Foreign merchants who export tea, 
silk, etc., from Japan* have attached to 
their buildings and residences large fire- 
proof godowns or warehouses, geuerally 
one story in height, of brick or ston«, 
roofed with heavy tiles. 
The extremely 
ugly-looking structures with small, iu- 
frequent windows, 
iron shuttered, are 
supposed to answer their purposes ad- 
mirably, 
During those periods when the 
tea, silk and other products are coming 
in and being prepared aud stored or ex- 
ported, there accumulates in Yokohama 
uu enormous amount of value iu these 
godowns. 


In building a kura the workmen first 
put on a tempiJi-ary roof supported on 
poles high enough and large enough so 
that they can build tho entire kura, roof 
and all, under its shelter. 
This is to 
protect the kurain course of constnictiou 
from tho rain. 
The ^Yalls being thick 
and made of mud, taking a long time to 
dry, and exposure to the rain during that 
time would destroy the building. 


The native Japanese houses have no 
foundations as wc understand tliem where 
frost exists. 
Under tlw bond timbers at 
the corners and at intervals between 
good-sized stones arc placed. 
If the soil 
is a little soft, some pile-driving is done 
(kiyari); that is to say, the ground is 
cleared away a few inches aud u heavy 
upright piece of timber eight inches or so 
in diameter, with a stone foot, is used to 
beat down the earth to more solid condi- 
tion. 
The manner of using this pile- 
driver, or rather earth-settler, is curious 
and novel. 
A frame work i» erected 
ibout tm feet above the ground, sup- 
porting planks parallel to the found.ation 
iind wide enough apart to allow the 
driver to project up between them. 
On 


tho elevated platform stand about fifteen 
men, each holding n rope, ono end of 
which is attached near the base of tho 
driver, and at intervals of about twenty 
seconds, at a given signal or shout, thoy 
all lift together and let it fall by its own 
gravity. 
jMeanwhile certain of tho men 
keep lip a continous song, tho rising and 
falling of tho driver being like the bass 
note of tho drum. Thn whole thiug soem 
more like play thau work.—Detroit Frei 
Pms,

"HOW OfHZ CTTLTTVABLE POETIOK OP 


EGYPT IS WATERED. 


A. Country Cat Up Into Canals—Primi- 


tive "Way of Carrying: "Water—AM 
American's Scneme. 


Egyji, says Frank G. Carpenter in the 


American Agriculturist, is the daughter 
-of the waters, and all of her luxuriance 
-of life she owes to the mighty Nile which 
flows through her. Bedded in saad, and 
bounded by deserts on either side, she 
lives only where the waters of the Nile 
touch her, and she stands before the world 
--as the greatest miracle of irrigation. 


Think of a region as black as yoi. r hat, 


^nd as rich as guano, -*hich for ages has 
produced its three croas every year with- 
•out fertilization. Let it extend a thou- 
.sand miles long and make it, for nine hun- 
dred of the^e miles, be only three to nine 
miles wide. Put at the end of this mne- 
hundred-mile-handle a great fan-like 
-delta, and you have the Egypt of To-dsy. 
On both sides of this fan and its handle 
sre the bleakest and most barren of sands. 
The soil itself, in no place more than 
thirty-five feet deep, rests upon saad, 
and this same sand crops out on the east 
into the millions of acres of. desert, and 
on the west into the vast expanse of the 
burning Sahara. These two line the sides 
of the valley along the thousands of miles 
of its course, framing its living green in 
white walls of glowing sterility. 


The irrigation of Egypt is now con- 


-ducted on a scientific basis. The whole 
country is cut up into canals, and there 
are immense irrigating works ic the Del- 
ta, which, daring the inundations of the 
Nile, require hundreds of thousands of 
men to manage them. I met, during my 
visit to Egypt last summer, the manager 
-of the immense dam which extends across 
the Nile below Cairo, and which raises 
its waters into a vast canal, through 
which they are allow to Sow out into 
-subordinate canals over the great Delia. 
There are some steam-purnps used in 
Egyptian irrigation, but by far the 
greater part of the country is irrigated 
now as it was in the days of the Phar- 
-aohs. This is by means of the shadoof 
_and the sakiyeh. All over Egypt you 
will see men naked to the waist standing 
knee-deep in the water with a basket- 
work bucket hung by ropes between 
them. With, a swinging motion, they 
-scoop the water from the river into this 
bucket, and swing it up to a canal on a 
higher level, from whence ifc runs of£ into 
the fields. The water is often drawn 
from this canal into a. higher canal in the 
same way, and thus, by a series of planes, 
it is conducted so that none is lost. The 
-sakiyeh is run by a donkey or oxen. 
"There are more than fifty thousand of 
"these in Lower Egypt, and it takes two 
hundred thousand oxen and one hundred 
thousand persons to manage them, and it 
is estimated that they irrigate a territory 
-about as large as the State of New Jersey. 
They are pumps of the rudest possible 
• description. A vertical wheel of about 
thirty feet in diameter has a number of 
^earthen pots tied to its tire, and it is 
moved by a. horizontal wheel at the top 
which fits into it by cogs. The animal 
fastened to a bar, and with eyes blind- 
folded, turns this horizontal 
wheel 


-around and around as he goes in a ring. 
- and as the vertical wheel rises, it lifts 
the water from the well or canal, > and 
when it passes the perpendicular, throws 
it into another canal, whence it is carried 
-ever 
the 
fields. 
These 
methods 


-of " irrigation 
are also ia 
use in 


Upper 
Egypt, 
and 
the 
fellahin 


-or peasants do not care for mod- 
-ern. inventions. Ismail Pasha, the last 
Khedive, was an advanced farmer, and 
.he introduced a great amount of im- 
proved agriciiitural machinery, including 
many patent iron pumps. The most of 
these are now rusting for want of use, 
-and the fajmers have gone back to the 
-shadoof and the sakiyeh. Aterthe water 
is taken out of the great canals it is 
spread over the fields in little ponds, 
-and the fiat fields are often divided into 
rsm all 'squares by means of embankments 
-of earth one foot in height, which run' 
-around them, like fences, and which can 
be opened or closed to regulate the 
height of the water within then. The 
rising- of the Nile begins in June, and 
-during the summer much of E^yptis one 
vast lake. It remains so through Septem- 
ber, and it subsides toward the latter 
wart of October. It is at this time that 
the water is conducted into this vast net- 
work of canals and is carefully carried 
-over the cultivated lands. 
The crops of 


much of Egypt depend entirely on the 
rsize of the inundation, and when there is 
-a low Nile, Egypt is afllicied with, 
fataine. Last year the water was very 
low, and the peasants and the farmers 
had a portion of their taxes remitted or. 
this account. The crops were so short 
teat the salaries of the Government ofn- 
-cers had to be reduced, and the 
Khedive and his family received only 
ninety-nine per cent, of their usual 
allowance. It is said that the irrigation of 
the Egypt of the past was better than 
.that of to-day, and there is an American 
who has a scheme which it is thought 
•will release the country from the dangers 
-of a low Nile. This American has dis- 
'covered a depression in the desert near 
-Cairo, which he says vras once the bed 
-of a vast lake, and he shows, by refer- 
-ences to the ancient works upon Egypt, 
-that this was once a grard irrigation 
reservoir. 
Herodotus thought it coni- 


-pared with the Pyramids as one of -the 
-wonders of the world, and he says it was 
,-filled by the Nile when high, and saved 
until a water famine came, when it vriis 
let out upon the land. 
The Egyptian 


"Government has taken this matter in 


hud, and though they first laughed at 
the American's scheme, they consider It 
to be now a feasible one. They have sur- 
veyed the, country leading to the dry 
lake, and it is found that a canal eleven 
miles long will fill it. If this is done, a 
vast amount of fertile soil will probably 
be added to Egypt. Experience has 
shown that this desert Trill blossom like 
the rose if it can be fed with water, 
and the fresh water canal near Suez 
brought five hundred thousand new acres 
under cultivation. Scientific irrigation 
would increase her fanning products 
ten fold.

STOCK. 


' There is a great deal of unreliable in- 
formation going the rounds of manr 
papers, professing to tell how to run, a 
jtock-pot. Such as, for instance, that a 
vessel can be kept on the back of the 
stove, and bones, scraps of meat and 
vegetables put into it after each meal. 
and kept constantly simmering, and that 
from this mess good SOUDS can be ob- 
tained. 
If there is a family of any size. 


there should be enough of the bones and 
remains of poultry and meat and game 
to make a soap at least four times a week 
without buying fresh meat for the pur- 
pose. 
The most satisfactory way to do 


this, however, is to keep a dish in your 
larder or ice-box, to receive such bits 
and the cold gravies for a day or two,and 
then make as much broth from them as 
their quantity will alloTv. In a boarding- 
house, or a very large family, it may be 
possible to keep a stock-pot constantly 
simmering, but the broth should be 
strained on and the bones and vegetables 
thrown out every twenty-four hours. 
Vegetables should not be put into it un- 
til an hour before the soup is to be re- 
moved. 
If soup is to be boiled three 


hours, use one quart of cold water to 
every pound of bone and meat, in the 
proportion, of one of the former to three 
of the latter. If it is to boil six hours 
(and where time is no object th?s should 
always be allowed), "add two quarts to 
every pound of meat; this will reduce to 
one quart by boiling. The boiling must 
be slow and steady, and the skimming 
must be thorough. 
Inattention to these 


details clouds the stock and makes it 
dark. 
About one hour before the stock 


is done, add the usual bunch of soap 
herbs, one carrot, one turnip and one 
onion stuck with three cloves. 
This is 


the proportion for four quarts of plain 
stock- 
Simmer an hour longer, straii 


into an earthen jar, and leave it stand to 
cool. uncovered. 
If there is time to let 


it get perfectly cold, the fat may be re- 
moved in a solid cake; if not it may be 
skimmed on, and ia either case it is ex- 
cellent for frying. 
Many housewives do 


not find it necessary to use a bit of lard, 
preferring beef suet tried out and mixed 
with clarified fat from the "top of soups.

HOT73EHOU5 HtVTS. 


To freshen salt fish soak them in sour 


milk. 


The best of tea makes but an indiffer- 


ent concoction unless the water is fresh. 


Anything mixed with water requires a 


hotter oven than, anything mixed with 
milk. 


Beets should be boiled one hour in. 


summer: one hour and a half, or even, 
two hours, if large, in winter. 


When several cups of tea of equal 


strength are wanted, pour a little into 
each cup and then fill in adverse order. 
The tea first poured from the pot is the 
weakest of the decoction. 


All vegetables should go into fast boil- 


ing water, to be quickly brought to the 
boiling point again, not left to steep in 
tiie hot water before boiling, which 
toughens them, and destroys color and 
favor. 


Paper may be perfumed by laying,a 


perfumed sachet with the sheets and en- 
velopes, or dry sScaet powder may be 
sprinkled in tae box, laying an extra 
sheet of paper between the box and 
paper. 


There is nothing that removes impuri- 


ties from floors, etc., so rapidly as boiling 
hot soda and water, applied with a long- 
ladled scrubbing brush and rinsed oS. 
once with clear water and dried with a 
clean cloth- 


When the skin is bruised it may be 


prevented from becoming discolored by 
using a little dry starch or arrowroot 
merely moistened with cold water and 
placed on the injured part. This should 
be done at once. 


If black dresses hare been stained boil 


a handful of fig leaves in a quart of water 
and reduce it to a pint. A sponge 
dipped in this liquid and rubbed upon 
them will entirely remove stains froni 
crapes, bombazines, etc. 


The practice of rubbing the face with 


vaseline or other cosmetic sometimes 
makes the hair grow where it is not be- 
coming. "Camphor applications, 
like 


other irritants or stimulants to the skin, 
will cause superfluous hair. 


No matter how large tee spot of oil, 


any carpet or woolen stuS can be cleaned 
by applying buckwheat plentifully and 
carefully brushing it into a dust pan af- 
ter a short time and putting it on fresh 
until the oil has all disappeared. 


Rub chalk all along tae edge of the 


door that "sticks,'7 then close it as near- 
ly as you can. The chalk will only come 
cfS. on that portion of the door opposite 
the part that needs planing to ease the 
door. So you need not waste your wood 
and time in planing away any other part. 


It is a little difficult to determine just 


when custard is sufficiently cooked. This 
will settle the point: Take a spoonful of 
the mixture and let it ran back into the 
dish. If it leaves the spoon entirely more 
cooking is necessary. 
Should there be 


little specks upon the spoon it is quite 
time to remove the "soft" custard 
from 


the stove. 


A good cough mixture is made by tak- 


ing two ounces of balm of gilead buds 
and boiling them very slowly in a quart 
of boiling water. Let it simmer to c-ne 
pint, then strain it and add one pound of 
honey in comb, with the juice of three 
lemons. Let all boil together until the 
wax in the_honey is dissolved.

The Speed of Birds. 


The vulture is said to fly at times at 


the rate of above 100 miles art liour; .the 
wild goose and the swallow, in their, 
migrations, make ninety miles an hour, 
and the carrier-pigeon has certainly flown 
long distances at rates of speed ranging 
from sixty up to eighty miles an homy 
and for many hours together- 
The 


common crow ordinarily lounges across 
country at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour, the speed of a railway train.-' 
Professor Langley finds that the power 
exerted by the eagle in full night is but 
a fraction of one-horse power. 31r.! 
Chanute computes the power exerted by 
a pigeon firing 2200 feet per minute, 
twenty-five miles an hour nearly, at one 
two-hundredth of a horse power per 
pound, or nine and one-third horse- 
power per ton weight at fifty miles. Mr. 
"Wenham, a member of the British 
Aeronautical Society, finds, in the peli- 
can, an expenditure of one-eleventh 
horse-power by twenty-one pounds of 
bird, and this is one horse-power to two 
hundred and thirty-one pounds, or about 
a horse-power for the weight of a man,

Prof essor Langiey has purchased recently 
for the Smithsonian Institution the prize 
steam-engine of the Aeronautical Society 
of 1S6S, which, with car and screws, 
weighs only sixteen pounds, and but 
thirteen without these essentials. To 
the engineer these facts certainly look 
encouraging.—The Forum.

Worms That .Feed on Ice. 


The ice Send has beea known to sci- 


entific societies and Arctic explorers for 
a. great many years—for half a. century, 
at least. It is believed that a Red Star 
stearaer. one that caiae in contact -with 
an iceberg ia 
raid-ocean in 1S70, 


brought the first of the species to the 
Atlantic coast, they fitst .making their 
appearance immediately after that epi- 
sode. 


Dr. Heckelmeyer classified the insect 


and named it aematoxis eocesa. Pro- 
fessor Pintori. of the Smithsonian, spent 
much time studying nematoris, which he 
says is the caterpillar of vespa eoceaa, the 
ice wasp. The worm may be handled 
with iinpuaity, but the wasp, or, more 
correctly speakiag, the larva, just at the 
time of traasition, is said to be quite 
dangerous, the bite of the creature being 
quite poisonous. 


When actively engaged in the destruc- 


tion of an ice crop, the worm when at 
its best and capable of doiag the most 
mischief, is about sis: inches in length, 
almost traasparent, looking more like a 
glass tube than a living, breathing aai>,

"Violet, .rose aad orange blossom leaves 


are frozen ia ice cream of delicate fiavor. 


It is said that kerosene will soften,

Try keeping cranberries fresh, by put- 


ting them ia cold water coataiaiag a 
piece of charcoal.

"Whea cooking eggs by breaking into,

Have the water boiling hot aad set the 
paa oa the back of the stove until the 
eggs are cooked roft or hard, as liked. 


The best way to cleaa out lead pipes 


without the expensive aid of a plumber is 
to poar.a strong solution of concentrated 
lye down them. The lye will dissolve 
hair,- lint, indeed all aaimai and most 
vegetable matter, aad so opea the pipes. 


A sponge is excellent for washing win- 


dows; and newspapers will polish them, 
without leaving diist and streaks. Usa 
a soft piae stick to clease the accumula- 
tions of dust from the corners of tha 
sash. Ammonia will 
clearer look than soap.
